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GAC, AGAIN, SAVES THE ARCHITECTS

A renowned jurist in Colorado has been quoted many times for a statement 
that “no man, woman, or child is safe in the state of Colorado while the legis- 
lature is in session." The Colorado legislature concluded the 1992 session and 
it is safe to say the architects remained relatively unscathed, in fact, their lot 
has been improved. — 

The above statement by the famous jurist is only partially true. The legisla- 
tive session is 120 days, but during the remaining part of the year interim com- 
mittee meetings are held. The representatives meet with constituents and de- 
velop legislation to be introduced the next year. 

This was the case with House Bill 1080, sponsored by Representative Stan 
Johnson of Boulder prior to the start of the 1992 Legislative Session. Through 
the stealth-like tactics of our stalwart lobbyist, Jerry Johnson, the Government 
Affairs Committee was alerted to the fact that Rep. Johnson was planning to 
introduce legislation which would dilute and partially reneal the Tort Reform 
legislation that the AIA strongly participated in during the 1986 term. HB 
1080 would have introduced partially joint and severe liability which would 
adversely affect architects and their insurance rates. Members of the Govern- 
ment Affairs Committee met with Rep. Johnson on several occasions to proph- 
ylactically discourage introduction of the bill as proposed. The meetings 
proved to be unsuccessful and the lobbying efforts of the Colorado Trial Law- 
yers Association was successful in getting Rep. Johnson to introduce HB 
1080. The architects, engineers and many other factors of the community 
were properly prepared and were present at the first committee hearing on the 
bill. Excellent testimony was presented by the architects and engineers and the 
bill was defeated, despite the eloquent presentation of the American Trial 
Lawyers Association. 

House Bill 1160 provided a mechanism for engineers 
.and contractors to receive full payment for work provided 
on government projects, even though the entity may have 
overspent its authorized budget and funding. The Govern- 
ment Affairs Committee recommended the bill be amenced 
to include architects. The bill was passed due to the efforts 
of the ACG. 

The Government Affairs Committee continually works 
to enhance capital development funding, and provides as- 
sistance to many other pieces of legislation. It monitors and 
studies all the bills introduced to the Legislature. The bills 
are followed through the various committees and are dis- 
cussed at the weekly Legislative Sub-Committee meetings. 
Discussions are lively and opinions are varied. 

Ten years ago, AIA Colorado, then known as the Colora- 
do Society of Architects, did not have a Government Af- 

fairs Committee. Since that time the architects of this state 
have made astonishing inroads into the legislative process. 
Before 1982, most representatives had heard the word "ar- 
chitect", but had never really seen one. They had never 
heard from an architect and did not understand what archi- 
tects stood for. With diligent effort by the Government Af- 
fairs Committee members, not only have we been influen- 
tial in enacting proper legislation, but we have been a 
driving force in defeating other legislation. We are highly 
regarded by the legislatures and asked to help them under- 
stand certain pieces of legislation and guide them in mak- 
ing their decisions. 


This is a very important factor 
when you take into consideration 
the fact that, unlike U.S. Congres- 
sional members, the representatives 
and senators in Colorado have no 
staff. They have no one to do their 
research, no one to gather facts; so 
they must rely on the information 
provided by citizens, such as the ar- 
chitects. The architects have been 
commended over and over for their 
unbiased and succinct information. 
This is a real feather in every Colo- 
rado architect's bonnet! 

Legislature awards were given to 
Rep Michelle Lawrence of Arvada 
for carrying the QBS bill, Rep. 
Shirlene Tucker of Lakewood and 
Rep. Peggy Reeves of Larimer 
County for their support on the cap- 
ital construction budget.

G715: What and Why (from Page 5) 


Alright, you say, where can I get the 
ACORD form? The answer, at present, is 
that you can't get it. Fortunately, you don't 
need it--remember that, as an architect, 
you're not supposed to be giving insurance 
advice. For now, ACORD Form 25-S is 
available only to insurance brokers and 
agents. G715, however, is available in 
quantity from AIA Colorado. The archi- 
tect should include a copy in the project 
manual and, after the contractor has been 
selected, forward the G715 to the contrac- 
tor with the instruction that the contractor's 
insurance agent provide the information 
requested on the G715 and ACORD 
forms. All insurance agents this side of 
Ulan Bator have supplies of the ACORD 
form. 

Even though the architect is not compe- 
tent to give insurance advice, he or she has 
reason to be concerned if the contractor's 
Operations are not adequately insured. For 
this reason, architects should become fa- 
miliar with the relevant forms so they can 
holler if something appears to be wrong. 
In the future, as a service to its members, 
the AIA hopes to make ACORD Form 25- 
S available through its distributors, 

The ACORD forms, like the AIA docu- 
ments, are revised Periodically. It is antic- 
ipated that the 1991 edition of G715 will 
work with subsequent editions of ACORD 
Form 25-S, but watch the MEMO for up- 
dates.

These awards were presented at the 
1991 Design Conference. Last fall Boul- 
der architects met with Rep. Stan Johnson 
and Rep. David Leeds to discuss concems. 
These meetings will continue throughout 
the year with Representatives, Senators 
and architects in other parts of the state. 

Your continued support of the activities 
of the Government Affairs Committee is 
important. I urge each one of you to be- 
come politically involved in your home 
district. Meet with the candidates, volun- 
teer to work for the candidate of your 
choice, get involved. This will not only 
prove to be beneficial to you and the archi- 
tects of this state, but also an excellent way 
of expanding your networking scope. 

In 1993, the legislative session could 
prove to be a special session for the archi- 
tects of the State of Colorado. The State is 
looking at a big budget deficit and is in 
need of increasing its tax base. This is 
what our neighbors in Wyoming have been 
facing. In their 1992 session a number of 
bills were introduced that would have put a 
sales tax on services, more specifically, the 
services of architects and engineers. Wyo- 
ming architects managed to defeat these 
bills. However, the subject matter is far 
from dead since legislation is anticipated 
to be introduced in the upcoming session. I 
am confident the legislatures of Colorado 
have met, talked, or heard of the activities 
in Wyoming and other states that are at- 
tempting to increase their tax bases. Per- 
haps it will only be a matter of time for 
legislation to be introduced here; 

Taxes on architectural services would 
not only put the architects in Colorado at a 
disadvantage in doing work in Colorado, 
but would also create a bookkeeping night- 
mare and cost the architectural community 
substantial time, energy and money. It is 
suggested that out of state architects may 
not have to pay the tax, and therefore their 
clients would not have to pay the tax. 

Although the architect’s licensing law is 
not up for renewal in this upcoming legis- 
lative session, this session will prove to be 
challenging. Your individual efforts and 
assistance will be much needed.
